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AN ILLEGAL OPIUM FARM. 


——______¢&—_____- 
(Daily Press, 23rd September.) 

The Canton correspondent of this puper, 
writing on the 18th inst., made reference to 
the Kong Hing syndicate of native imer- 
chants, who for two mouths past have been 
conducting an opium-farm at Canton. This 
farm vas established with the sayetian af 
the Tsungli Yam. n, to allow the Viceroy to 
raise additional funds to enable him, it is 
said, to contribute his jortion to the 
paymen' of the indemnity. The syndicate 
is composed of Singapore merchanis and a 
compradore of a well-known foreign opium 
firm in Hongkong. We rcferred to the 
illegal taxation of opium a short time 
age in our editorial columns, Lut we were 
not then in full possessian Cf the facts. Qur 
Canten correspondent is sete. hat in error 
in bis statement concerns the establish. 
ment oof the syndicate, and what has 
eecurred since its inception, and his dedue- 
tons therefore caret be accepted, An 
mvestigation of the imatter has convinced 
us that the cstablishiment of this farm at 
Canton is a flagrant breach of the Opium 
Convention on the part «cf the Chinese 
Government, and the oxis cuce af the farm 
is tlereby iHegal.  ‘Lhis, however, is hy no 
nicang its Worst aspect, for there is ample 
cvidertce mow to prove that China, apart 
from this instance, has ce iberately and 
repeatedly allowed that Couvention to be 
broken. It will be remembered that those 
who favoured the. new tieaty for the 
abolition cf lekin pers'steutly quoted the 
Jpiung Convention as the one striking 
feiluté to China’s gcod faith. 

She Chefoo Convention and the Opium 
CSAveution provide that when foreign 
opium fas paid duty to the Imperial 
Chinese Customs, and has bern packed and 
scaled in small packages lor Gansmission, 
vo Jong ie these ren ain infect they are free 
te circulate all over Crina without any 
interference whatever, It is only after these 
puck: ges have pas:ed into the boilers’ hans 
that any question can be raised as to an 
additional tax, but seeing that balf of the 
opium never revches the bands of the public 
boiler, but is prepared pr.vately, it will 
readily be seen that the operation of 
this farm is a deliberate breach of the 
Conventions. ; 

The wembers of this svudicate, who have 
invested much mouey in their undertaking, 
have established a furm at Canton, aud have 
been taxing the foreign dicvg afiér it had 
previously paid cuty to the Customs. ‘Their 
ambition has apparently ben to rival the 
Hongkong farm and to create a wealthy 
monopoly. ‘They have proposed that no 
merchant in Canton or tle intericr towns 
shall cpcn an opitm-divan without the 
yosscss on of a license from them, which 
shall be affixed to the door cf bis premises. 
Further, that tbe merchant undertakes 
under bound to pay (hem sn additional tax 
for this yrivilege, the sy. dicate handing 
bim a book with counterfoilin which are 
{o be recorded hisimpoits. ‘The correspon- 
dent already alluded to points out that the 


attempted infliction cf this measure bas 


already caused trouble amongst the peaple, 


and the uative merchants naturally resent 


it. It is obvious that the s-le object of the 
syndicate is personsl profit, tempted as they 
are by the encrmuus revenues of the Hong- 
kong aud Singapore farms, and that a wish

The crux of the matter has been the ques- 
tion of guarantee as to that fulfilment, and 
the promoters of the uew treaty have in- 
variably cited the Opium Convention ds in 
instance of China's loyalty to her obliga- 
tions. It was perhaps the only treaty that 
could he cited for such a purpose. Here, 
however, we have an instance, where, within 
a few miles of Hongkong,. the Chinese 
Government has deliberately broken that 
much quoted Convention. We can go 
further, and state that there is ample justi- 
fication for believing that for years past 
Chinese merchants have becn compelled 
to pay an additional tax and thereby illegal - 
duty on forcign opium. The Shanghai 
records will yield many instances of such 
breaches. In the present case the pro- 
lability is that the Chinese Government 
will bring pressure te bear on the guilds 
and merchants and, in Hen of the tax, 
wake them, sab res, pay woroluntary 
subscription, We are compeiled to estimate 
the prospects of the future from the experi- 
ence oP the ast, and, while trusting that 
the British Government will firmly insist 
on China honestly fulfilling her treaty 
obligations in respect to the Opium Con- 
vention, we cannot but realise that this 
incident, tagether with China’s lone secret 
extortions from opium-merchants, streng- 
thens and justifies those fears that her 
obligations under the new treaty will not 
be lovally carried out. 


very remote ability to appeal to force in a 
district, the missionaries should, like the 
merchants, avoid that district, and await 
the auspicious time when residence there 
may become possible aud reasonably safe 
from personal violence. 

The tite for a peaceful residence in the 
interior of Northern China has clearly even 
now not arrived. In Chibli brigandage 
| ix rampant, and oulrayes upon and wnurders 
of natives are common in several districts, 
while only the other day two French rail- 
way cmuplovees were robbed and nearly 
killed by natives hetween Peking and 
Paoting-fu. The Boxer movement is, more- 
over, by no means dead. A telegram from 
Chergtu, the capital of Szechuen, on the 
15th inst., announced the entry into that 
city of armed Boxers, and although it seems 
doubtful whetber they were a small isolated 
hody or the advance guard of a considerable 
force, it is tolerally certain tbat they will 
give serious trouble to the provincial 
authorities and may even prove a source 
of real danger to the Empire, if they form 
the nucleus of a new outbreak of this fana- 
tical associat on. There are still plenty 
of the embers of the anti-Christian agitation 
alive in the provinces of North China, and 
they only need stirring to burst again into 
a devouring flame that might extend even 
more widely than the outbreak which 
rendered the end of the nineteenth century 
so sadly memorable in China. The pre- 
judiced literati are ready to pour out fresh 
floods of incendiary placards and leaflets 
and to start libellous stories in the tea- 
shops to inflame t e minds of the populace

Nevertheless an extra 
strong British Governinent may one day, 
perhaps, venture to clip the wings of the 
missionary and try fo prevent him thrusting 
himself where he is ot wanted, But the 
time is rot yet. The present Government 
ig a fairly strong one while the Opposition is 
abnormally weak, Lut it bas becn in exist- 
ence long enough to make numcrous enemies 
among its own followers, to have perpetrated 
many mistakes, and to have heen weakened 
by losses at bye-elections.

THE NEW TREATY AND THE 
MISSIONARY QUES TION.

As Mr. Cecrt Houiinay remarks, Article 
XIII. of the New Treaty with China, pro- 
viding for the appointment of a mixed 
Commission to investigate the missionary 
question, ‘‘reads quaintly in a Commercial 
Treaty.” At the same time we are not 
disposed to cavil at its insertion in the 
Treaty just. concluded by Sir James 
Mackay. There can be no harm in the 
appointment of a Commission “ to if possible 
devise means to secure permanent peace 
between converts and non-converts,’’ and 
though it may seem somewhat out of place’ 
in an agreement relatizg to matters af 
trade yet there can be no objection to the- 
attempt to provide some way out of an 
j adinitted difficulty.

Negotiations, as has already 
heen annuun ed, are going on between the 
Britisb and Canadian Governments and the 
CGC P. R. Co. fer the establishment of a 
fast passenger and mail s-1vice between 
Carada and Great Britain, This scheme 
vas unanimously endorsed by the Montreal 
Byard of Trade last July. The C. P. R. 
Co., which has for twelve years successfully 
i operated a fast line of steamers across the 
Pacific in couvection with its railway system, 
now offers to put into service ships of the 
most modern type, im ne way inferior to the 
best ves els running to and from New York, 
with ‘a sea-speed of not less than twenty 
kgots, ¢0 as, In conjuuction with an acceler- 
uted train service, to reduce the journey 
from London to Vancouver to nine days, 
instead of the present fourteen ; while the 
‘Pacific service will probably be improved 
by shortening the time between Yokohama 


voolies, for which unfortunately we cannot 
to-day find space. The writer nlludes to the 
case in which Mr. J. H. Kear, Acting Police 
Magistrate, inflicted the full penalty of ten 
dollars on a ricksha-coolie for refusing hire 
and congratulates him on the firmness 
shown, Nevertheless he points out that 
such fines being paid by the guild to which 
these coolies belong cannot really have 
much effect and that a few days’ iinprison- 
meut without the option of a fine would do 
more to bring them to their senses. Our 
correspondent goes on to mention his own 
experiences (which will be corroborated by 
almost uny resident) of ricksha-coolies pre- 
tending to be engaged when an attempt is 
made to hire them, if they anticipate the 
opportunity of a more lucrative furc. This 
is confirmed by Inspector Warnocx’s 
statement to the Magistrate on Monday, 
when he said that it was impossible for a 
civilian to get a ricksha where there was a 
prospect of the coolie picking up a drunken 
‘ sailor. As a means of telling whether a 
‘ coolie is really waiting lor his fare when he. 
‘claims to be, our correspondent suggests 
that the Government should issue cards 
‘with the wold “ Engaged” upon them to 
“all pullers of public rickshas, who should 
' be warned beforehand that they | would

It is the public, it 
must be confessed, which by its apathy 
and its aversion to appearing at the Police 
Court fosters the present state of affairs. 
Of course such a decision as that which was 
recently laid down, that a rickeha-coolie can 
refuse hire when summoned by a “boy” 
for his wnster, discuurnges these who are 
Willing to bring rickshba-coolics into court ; 
but we are here referring more purticularly 
to cases of direct refusal of a fare to his 
fnce by an unengaged coolie. To stop such 
conduct it is necessary for the fare to charge 
the offender and to be willing to appear in 
caurt. The remaining duty rests on the 
Magistrates, and we feel sure that they will 
ont, by excessive leniency, refuse to aid in 
redressing a wrong against the yencral 
public of Hongkong.

The official enquiry into ree ot fatal collup es 
of ui.dings in the Colony opened on ‘Thursday 
morning before Mr. F. A. Hazeland.

Witness did not know if the plans were 
p rsed, but the work was proceeded with. and 
on 19.b Mareh, 1902, the P.W.D. issued a 
certifica’a, signed by Mr. Tooker, pro. Director 
of Public Works, stating that the filteen new 
houses on K.I L. 1 107 had been built in com- 
pliance with the provisions of the I nildings 
Ordinance No. 15 of 1889. No certificate had 
been received for the houses on K.{.L 1,108; 20 
application had been made for one, Within 
the past month or two 8 certificate had been 
received for K.1.L. 1,118 The fifteen houses on 
K.I.L. 1.1(8 were practically completed about 
Juve: witness was not aware that the reason & 
certificate wasnotapplied lor for these houses was 
| that the northern wall of the most notthernly 
i house had to be reconstructed. When witness 
heard of the co!lapse he went to inspect the 
place with Mr, Leigh; he saw the ruins, bat 
could not account tor the way in which the 
walls had collapsed; he thought it likely that 
one wall fell and brought down the other. If 
the houses had been built strictly in accor- 
dance with the specifications, witnegs did not 
consider it Jikely that they would: have 
callapsed. First-class work was spe.itied for 
both in labour and material, aud witness 8 
firm depended on its professional advisers 
for seeing that work carried out. Witness 
was not able to say whether first-class 
material was or was not used; _ he had 
not examined it Witneas wes not aware 
whether the south wall of the most southerly 
house on K.I.t. 1,lu7 was now being taken 
down. There was a good demand in certain 
localities fur houses of the class provided for in 
the contract, and there had been no stioting of 
cost or any attempt to cat down the contractor 
as to price; witness regarded the contractor as 
one of the begl in the Colony, and capable of 
doing first-class work. 
The hearing was at this point adjourned.

A meeting of Justices of the Peace wax held 
at the Magistracy on the 23rd inst. to con- 
sider an application from Mr. Dhunjeebhay 
Dorabjee for & publican’s licence for the 
premises situate at No. 3, Des Voux Road 
Central, usder the sign of “ King Edward 
Hotel.” Mr. F. A. Hazeland (Police Magis- 
trate) presided, and the other « usti es present 
were-—Hon. Dr. Clark, Hon. C. 8S. Sharp, and 
Messrs. F. J. Badeley, R. H. A. Craig, J. H. 
Kemp, C. A. D. Melbourne, 8. B. C. Ross. A, 
Seth, ‘. F. Arculli, F. H. Arjanee, H. W. 
Bird, W. A. Cruickshank, W Danby, A. J. 
David, W. B. Dixon, C. 8. Gubbay, E. A. 
Hewett, A. 8. Hooper. R. K. Leigh, N. Mum. 
ford, J. Orange, W. H. ‘Percival, A. J. Kay- 
mond, T. H. Reid, M. 8S.

Mr. EF. H. Sharp, K.C., barrister-at-law, 
appeared for the applicint, instructed by Mr. 
H. L. Dennys ; and Mr. M. W. Slade, barrister- 
at-law, appeared in opposition on behalf of the 
Hongkong Hotel, instructed by Mr. Deacon. 

Mr. SHARP said that at that stage he must 
take a. preliminary objection, although his’ 
Worship might not be able absolutely to enforce 
it, and that objec‘ion was aguinst any share- 
holders in the Hongkon:: Hotel, who were most 
certainly interested in the subject-matter, 
tuking sny part whatever in these proceedings. 
He was quite aware that at that’ stage the 
withd:awal or non-withdrawal of.the share. 
holders of the Hongkong Hotel must depend 
upon themselves. He wished to protest against 
their being present, and in his opinion it would 
lie with his Worship to say that they had no 
right to sit as Justices. _: 

Mr. Sian : stated that he most fully endorsed 
everythisg Mr: Sharp had said: in relation to 
this matter. Any shareholder inthe Hoogkong 
Hotel or any body who was interested by 
partnership or otherwise in any other hotel or 
hal anything to do with the liquor business or 
was the partner uf a man who was in the liquor 
businces bad uo right to sit in these proceedings 
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at all. The only result of snch persons voting 
would b: that tha party against whom the 
decision was given could have that decision 
upset and the whole thing would have to be 
, gone thr ugh again. 
The CH IRMAN said that that was the case, 
‘If anyone voted who had any interests, 
| pecuuiary or otherwise, there cenld be no ques-

Mr Suarp, proceeding to address the Court, 
said that the present applicant had never held 
‘alicence. His fathor, Mr. Dorabjee, xen., | ad 
been in the hotel business for something I.k: 

49 years, during which time he had been pro- 

prietor or part propr etor of most of the leading 

hotels here --the Houg ong. the Peak and the 

Victoria. Ha was well known in the business 

and bore a most excelent repntation. There 

were three partners only in connection with 
this hotel—the applicant, Mr. Madar and Mr. 

Furmer. Mr. Farmer, who was to be mavager, 

had been Mr. Madar’s partner for a srood many 

years. Before coming here he was a hotel 
proprietor in Australia, had bad a very long 
experience in the business, and bore 2x most 
excellent reputation in the Colony. There was 
| no objection against him, and none had 
{heen made either by the police or the 
| sanitary authori es: therefore no possible 
i exception could be taken with regard to 
| the probable conduct of the hotel. As to the 
hotel i self. the proprietors intended to con- 
b dtiet it as a first class residential hotel. The 
building was an excellent building: in fact, 
in view of its * up-to-dateness,” its sanitary 
equipment and the like. it was the b st that 
had been devoted to this business in Hongkong. 
It comprised one-half of the new bluck ov 
the south side of Chater Road, built hy 
Sir Paul Chater. The need for more first- 
class hotel accummodsti nin Hongkong 
was notorious, the City was certainly uander- 
hoteled. They all knew that in|the tourist season 
—the Spring and Autumno—the hotels here were 
over-full, Frequently for that reason people had 
actually to leave Hongkong—when a crowded 
“ Empress “ came in. for instance— and go away 
to Macao or Canton to get accommodati nu. The 
Hongkong Hotel manager would bear out that 
sfatemert. He himself had perceived as many 
as 20 people being turned away from the Hong 
koug Hotel at such a season. At this very 
moment (hat hotel was reducing its capacity by 
I] or 13 bed rooms. these being sacrificed for 
the purpose of establishing reading, drawing 
and billiard rooms: so that if we had been short 
of firs‘-class hotel accommodatiou in the 
past what would we be now? It was pro- 
posed in this new hotel to hive a small 
private bar and he took it that ao 
objection could be taken to a good, well-con- 
duc ed bar in the position of this one. T.ere 
were perbaps too many low-cl-ss public-houses 
in the East and Weat of the town; but that 
question did not at present concern the Court. 
This bar wuld be within the hotel, in a 
position peculiarly unobjectionable. It was not 
on the street level and did not open directly 
npon th: street. It was the sort of har which 
should be permitted in that district. It practi- 
cally opezed into the dining room. There was 
no licence at present in that large and rapidly 
filling area bounded on the west by the 
Hongkong Hotel, on the east by the Naval 
Yard, on the xouth by the sea and on the north 
ty Queen's Road. Not only would this at 
present be the only licence in that area, but it 
would be the only one that the Justices 
Lqould be asked to grant for a very long 
time. A first-class bar, he rubmitte!, would 
be a very great convenience there. It 
was in the knowledge of the Court that the 
Hongkoug Hotel opposed the application. 
They were, of course, perfectly right in oppos- 
ing it: he could havé no objection to their 
doing so: but-what the Court bad to do was 
not to look after the interests of the Hongkong 
Hotel but to lovk after the interests uf the 
general public.- And—this without meaning 
any offence to the Hongkong Hotel—this action 
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-of theirs was a most flagrant attempt to create 
a monopoly in this first-class bus:ness. The 
Hongkong Hotel was uo doubt extremely wall 
conducted. He would say in passing that in 
all probability it wou'd not be very serionsly 
injured by the new hotel. He supposed the 
i requirements woull be always increising 
and thenght thit* the Hongkong Hotel had 
; been uaduly disturbing itself in imagining 
that it would be injured. But ecen if 
| it involved the rnin of the Hongkong Hotel, 
i that would not. uff-ct the question now before 
the Court. The Hongkong Hotel had 
| practically a monopoly in the first-class hotel 
| business. And how was it using it? Last year, 
ihe thought, it paid 16 per cent. Ce rtainly st 
the present. moment notices had been issued that 
residen(s’ rates were {0 b: raiced from next 
‘month by about 12 per cent. The prus pect 
wax no doubt extremely bright for the sLare- 
holders, but how about the public ¥ * The one 
thing that was wanted in the first-class hotel 
business here was competition. If for any 
reason the Court refused th: licance that day— 
even though one was granted thereafter of a 
different sort—they would inflict essentia'ly a 
very great loss upoo the proprietors, ‘he 
hutel was almost ready to be opened. If the 
licence was not granted a serious delay would 
necessarily ensue, during which time a very 


tenance expens’s would be incurred and mean- 
while the proprietors would be pa ing un 
ouormous rent. He snbmitt d that ths hotel 
would be an acyuisition to the Colony. There 
was need for more first-class accommodation 
aud to refuse this licevce, to bamp r it in any 
Way, or place it at a di advantage as compared 
with the other ] ading hotels in Hongkong, 
would be to do the proprietors a great injustice. 

Tn opposing the applicition, Mr. SLADE said 
his learned frien, in asking for the granting 
of a full licences fur this hotel, had drawn a very 
vigorous picture of tha selfishness of the Hong- 
kong Hotel in the a(titude it had take. up 
with regard to the application. That was not 
the ground of opposition at all. As Mr. Shirp 
had said, there was room in the Colony for 
another first-class hotel, and what the meeting 
had to consider was the best way of serving the 
Cotovy in that matter. Mr. Sharp had drawn 
attenton to the prcsition of the Var in 
(his botel as «ne of the reasons why the 
hotel should be granted a full public-house 
licence, but was not that a reason also for mik- 
ing the es ablishment even better than the 
proprieturs wished {o make it’ Grant the 
hotol an adjunct licence, and ther. by the pro- 
prietors would be enabled to carry on the busi- 
ness ot the hotel and to supply liquor to every 
conceivable p rson, The only thing they would 
not be able to do was to take in casnal custom. 
With :n adjunct licence, any one could go to 
the ho el as a guest, take u meal there, and hare 
as much drink as he liked to call for, and at 
the same time he could take a friend with bim 
who a'so could have what be wanted to drink. 
The application for a full public-house licence 
was simply ts enable the proprietors to get 
cu:lomers off the streets—to make profit out of 
the casusl pas-r-by, the person who merely 
went in for a driuk and nothing else. The 
objection tu 4 bir of that kind, howovir well 
it might bs conducted was that there already 
were enough of them in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood—ample for every reasonable re- 
quirement. Mr. Sharp had drawn an artificial 
area in which he said there were no public- 
houses at all. but extend that area a few yards 
on either side and one got in two such houses 
—tho New Victoria Hotel and Thomas's Grill 
Rooms; if the application were granted the 
addition of the new hotel jwould make three. 
And yet Vr. Sharp had suggested that there 
was not enough drink accommodation in the 
neighbourhood. The objection of the Heng- 
kong Hotel to this new hotel having o full 
public-house licence was not, as Mr. Sharp had 
said, a flagrant attempt to create a monopoly, 
but an endeavour to preserve order in public 
bars. It was difficult enough now, with an 
hotel so well manazed as the Hongkong Hotel, 
to keep order, and it stood to reason that the 
more public bars there ware in the neighbour- 
hood the more difficult it would be to keep order. 
That was one reason for opposing the applica- 
tion—one iu the interests of the pablic, and on 
that ground the granting of a full pablic-: ouse 
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large capital would be lying idle, heavy main- ~ 
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. instead oP a full public-house licence being 


‘ of public-houses, and if the applicant was ad- 
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licence should be refused. Certainly, con- 
tinued Mr. Slade, grant the applicant an 
adjunct licence, by all manner of means, and he 
could then carry on the business of a fir: t-class 
hotel and at the same time save his guests from 
the sights. and sounds which apparently in 
Hongkong were inseparable from pub ic bars. 
It would be a boon to the Colony to have an 
hotel where there was no public bar. There 
was, however, another way in which this hotel 
might reasonabiy be granted a full licence, and 
that was bythe owners of the hotel transferring 
the licence of the New Victoria Hotel to the 
new premises, They were owned by the same 
proprietors‘and run under the same manage- 
ment, By adopting this course there would | 
be obviated an incrense in the number 


verse to working on an adjunct licence alone it 
would be a very good way outof the difficulty. 
The Commission which was held here in [89% 
examined witnesses at grat length and went 
into the drink question in Hougkong very 
extensively; and in their report they stated 
that they thought the number of licensed 
houses in the Colony was fully sufficient for the 
needsof the community. Thenumber at that date 
was 23; i¢ was now 24, and the new hotel would 
make it 25. That was another reason why the 
meeting should not grant the hotel a public- 
house licence. A body of capable men had 
considered the qu stion only a few years ago 
and come to a deliberate -conclusion on the 
subject, and as Justices Mr. Slade would ask 
those present to follow the ruling of that day. 


“With an adjunct licence there was no reason at | 


all why this hotel should not go on and prosper. | 
Other hotels here were conducted on such lines 
and could make profits for their proprietors— 
the Connaught House, for instance—and for 
the purposes of an hotel, Mr. Slade suggested, 
nothing more was needed than an adjunct 
licence. conclusion, he submitted that. 


granted to the hotel, an adjanct lice be 
allowed, unless, as he suid beforo, the propr¥tors 
were willing to transfer the licence of the New 
Victoria Hotel to the new premises. 


Mr. SHagp, in reply, said that the Court 
must either grant the licence or refuse it. 
There was no question cf impositg conditions 
wpon ib. 

Mr. Suave Itisthe commonest practice at 
home. . 

Mr. SHaRP—It has been frequently decided 
that no conditions can be imposed upon an 
ordinary licence. - ‘ 

Mr. SitapE—It is doneevery day. A licence 
is often refused to a man uuless he will consent 
to do something. Jf he assents to that, heis 
granted the licence. 

Mr, SHarp contended that the argument was 
not in accordance with facts. He went on to 
say that it was far better, that licences should 


be granted to people who had _— shown 
themselves disposed and able ta do well 
with them than to strangers. If the new 


hotel was: unexcepticnable in i self, on’ its 
own merits, it could not possibly be ubjected 
to because the proprietor was already. success- 
fully conducting .»nother hotel elsewhere Mr. 
Slade had said that an -adjunct licence was 
enough. They were not asking for an adjunct 
licence, and such a licence could not be granted 
under their preseut application. 

The CHAIRMAN—I think tbat is so, Mr. 
Slade. © : 

Mr. Sitape— Yes, I agree, your Worship. 

Mr. SHarp—It wonld involve a delay during 
which this hotel would be lying idle. 

Mr. Stape—A delay of not more than 10) 
days.

_ An adjunct licencé was not sufficient for them. 


A good bar was not an absolute necessity, but it’ 
would be a very great convenience, An hotel 
without a full licence was a most hybrid affair. 
As to the other hotels to which. Mr. Slade had 
referred, the case of the Connaught Heuse, in 
the first instance, was peculiar. When the 
licence was applied for it, the rep!y made was 
that there were already two licences within 
about 30 yards of the premises; besides that, 
the room for which the licence was asked was 
either the Robinson music-shop or the adjoiving 
: eS the situation of the bar would 
ave been as objectionably as it possibly could 
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be. As to Pelham House and Waverley Hotel, 
these were boarding-houses rather than hotels. 
With regard to the argument that there were 
already too many lice ces. in the City, they 
were all agreed that there were too many in the 
East and the West, but there were not too 
many in this part of the town. It was a very 
curious (hing that tue only upholder of the 
public interest: in fhe matter should be the 
nearest | censed house, the nearest hotel, which 
naturally should imagine itself injured to some 
extent by this licenda.:

THE *« ZAFIRO” MYSTERY. 
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Regarding the alleged theft of a box 
containing 850,000 gold from the strong-room 
of this steamship prior to or during her last 
voyage to Manila, the theory is gaining ground 
in the Colony that the bulion aas never 
shipped at all. ‘This has been the position 
tuken up from the beginning ty the China & 
Manila Ste:mship Company, which has lawyers 
and detectives actively engaged in the probing 
of the mystery; and uatil «ll the details are 
made clear, the matter to the lay mind must 
appear. as confused aud inexplicable as ever, and 
natural public curiosity can expend itse’f 
in the hazarding cf conjectures. So 
far ax can be gathered, however, there seems as 
much ground for the theory that the goll was 
never shipped on the Zujiru as for the canten- 
tion that it was actually placed on board and 
signed for. Altogether, the iccident is best 
described as a mystery, aud its elucidation will 
be watched with interest. 

On Weduesday afternoon a representative of 
this paper called on Man Loong, of the At Tee 
shop in Lee Yuen Lane Fast, who claims to 
have shiy ped tha money, and asked him a few 
pertinent questions. Man Loong was positive 
that the bullion went on board the Zafiro; he 
took it there himself, he said, 

* People in the Colony are saying that the 
money nerer.was shipged,”. he was told. 

Oh,’ throwing out his hands and shrugging 
his sbould-rs, “spose people talk, I no’ c.n 
help.” ‘ 

“ Who tock the money on board ”" 

““T did. I pay first offic2r-or second officer— 
TI no’ kuow~an he makee tign chit. He look. 
see seals belong all plopah, then lock box up in 
safe,” 

In reply to other questions, Man Loong said 
he took the box on board at ten o'clock on the 
morning of the day the ship sailed, which she 
did, he added, at four o'clock. With the 
exception of 8400 American silver currency, the 
money was in notes—United States “ green- 
backs “—and the box in which it was secured 
was, roughly, two feet long and one foot deep. 
The signed receipt he received in exchange he 
was not now iu possession of, having sent it to 
Shewan, Tomes & Co., who, he explained. wanted 
it for the making out of (he ship's bill-of-lading. 
The box was sealed in Man Loong’s shop, and 
was never once opened, the first or second 
officer. as Man Loong has already stated, simply 
satisfying himself that the seals were intact 
before locking it up in the safe. 


Man Loong 
then left the ship. 


He stated in the interview 


‘that he had engaged a lawyer in Manila to 


fight his claim for the restitution of the money. 


We have :ecorded the recent disappearance 
from Singapore of an Italian named 1 ucchi in 
the employ of Messrs. Pertile & Co. It was 
found out later that a cheque cf the firm for a 
sum of $9,360 had been presented and cashed at 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. Lucchi 
was traced to Penang where he got his money 
hanged intoa draft on Marseilles. Information 
had been wired through however and when the 
Japanese steamer arrived there he was arrested. 
The news of the capture was sent to Singapore, 
and Chief Detective Inspector Perret left for 
Penang and after seeing the Magistrate was to 
go on by the mail to Marseilles and bring 
back the wanderer for trial at Singapore. 


THE PRESS CENSORSHIP 
AT MACAO. 
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We have received the following defence of 
the Macao Government's attitude toward the 
Press :— 

A new law re the freedom of the Press in 
Macao has provoked criticism in the Hongkon 
Press when nevertheless the law is liberal an 
just, (éheral because it guarantees {o every 
one aright freely to express his opinion, just 
because it punishes those who, forgetting the 
dignity and hononr of others, seek means to 
offend and insult them with impuvity. Entire 
liberty aliied to absolute responsibility -is the 
basis of the Portnguese laws re the freedom of 
the Press. The law only affects those who have 
so far forgotten the noble profes-ion of a 
journalist by converting their papers which 
should be the direct mouthpiece of public 
opinion into mere placards which deceive their 
readers. Fortunately in that colony there 
ure few foreigners if any who understand 
Portuguese ; consequently few can be aware how 
low, morally and intellectually, the Portuguese 
Press has fallen. 

The colony of Macao has not taken nmbrage 
at the English Press, which is not personal and 
does not publish facts relating to the private life 
of any individual. The recently published law 
in no way affects the English }apers, which 
have been freely orculated even though there - 
was no term strong enough to express their 
disapproval of the new law. Criticism is free and 
the Portuguese Government wishes it to be so, 
but crime is prohibited and (he Government takes 
measnres against it and nothing else. The Por- 
tuguese papers published in Hongkong do not 
discuss the important subjects of the colony nor 
criticise its proceedings; they do not advocate 
the improvements that the old city so badly 
requires, because they are not competent to do 
to, nor do they care; but on the contrary 
publish calumny inspiring contempt for the 
colony of which they declare themselves to he the 
subjects. At fimes they even indirectly incito 
rebellion. The injured parties know that they 
ci claim justice in courts of .your colony, and 
justice will be done, but at what trouble and 
expense Y ‘The limited salary of a conscientious 
Portuguese Government official barely suffices 
for his necessary wants, and he cannot afford tc 
bring an action in Hongkong. These seribble:s 
are aware of this, and take advantage of it 
or they would not dare {o insult other 
indiscriminately. ; 

Ifthe Portuguese Press were to followin the 
footsteps of the English Press the Macao Go- 
vernment would not molest it, and, on the 
contrary. should be proud of it; but unfortu- 
nately the tendency is in the opposite direction. 
The Portuguese Press in Hongkcng is the 
shame of its English colleagues. What protects 
them is that it is not generally known what they 
do write. or surely the Engsish Press would be 
the first to censure its erring ways and the 
indecorous object it presents. . . . 

Thus the trouble is established. The new l.w 
an important necessity against the abuse, 
persoual attacks, and moral attitude of the Por- 
tuguese Press in Hongkong, which was reflect- 
ing in the order, morals, acd peace of the Holy 
City of Macao. The English Press, which 
has a different aim and a superior standard cf 
morality, which discusses but does not offend, 
contegts, but does not attack, consequently hes - 
not been and will not beaffected by the new law. 

The law is liberal and adequate to the 20th 
century because it merely requires that crimes 
committed through the Press should not be 
printed. Portugal wishes, like all other bations 
in questions relating to the Press, the utmost 
freedom and with that the entire responsibility. - 
Nothing could be more coirect, more Just, bor 
coincide betier with the ideas of this century. 


Dr. Mugliston, in bis Medical Report on the 
Straits Settlements for 1900, says that tle 
general sanitary condition of the Colony, so far 
as the Municipulities of Singapore, Penang, and 
Malacca are concerned, may be considered fricly 
satisfactory: all have excellent water supplies 
and conservancy is good.

THE CHENCHOU MURDERS. 


‘Lhe Afercury says that the Chenchon case 
has been settled by Channg Taotai and Yu 
Taotai on behalf of China, and Mr, Giles, the 
representative of Great Britain. Chaung 
Taotai will.remain at Chenchou to carry on 
what is left to Le done while Mr. Gilesand Yu 
Taotai left Chenchon on the 9th inst.. the 
former returning to Hankow via Chanteh, and 
the latter to the capital where he will mect 
Ts .i Taotai of the Hunan Foreign Office, and 
foge'her they will proceed to Hankow to 
negotiate with Mr. Giles with reference to the 
amount of indomnity and degrees of punishment 
to be meted out to the responsible officials. 
While Mr. Giles was at Chenchou, ten articles 
were drawn up. They are as follows :-— 

1. The two murdered missionaries had Leen 
appropriately buried by the local authorit es. 

2, ‘I'he destroyed chapel had been sepaired 
and restored to its original condition, 

3. The wounded converts had been atlerded 
to and recovered. ~ 

4 The tingleaders Chang P. ikou and Chang 
Yungtai were captured. tried and beheaded, 
while six others who took prominent part in t. e 
riot were afterwards arrestid, fried and 
leheaded. 

5, Sung Chang-fah who beat a gong and 
gathered the rioters has been arrested and is 
being tried by the Chenchou Taotai and will be 
severely punished. 

6. ‘ling Dhe-kwai and others, from whom no 
admission has so far been obtained, are now 
being tried by the authorities and will be 
- punished. . 

7. The principals who took part iu the 
murder of the missionaries had been behead d 
and notbing has been left undone. ‘Lho local 
loafers who joined in the riot but played a less 
important part will be arrested as they are 
found. 

8. The lost sud destroyed yroperties of the 
Mission and converts will be made good and the 
amount ia to be settled hereafter by the Foreign 
Office and the British Consul. 

9. The loss of property tothe Imperial Post 
Cflice is to be settled Ly the Chenchon Taotai 
t*geth-r with the Yochou Cus‘oms Tuotai and 
the General Post Office and is to he treated asa 
dis‘inct casa from the missionary case. 

10. What can be done hy the Chenchou 
authorities has been done and the case is 
considered to be settle’, while the whota case 
will be settled-by the Foreign Office and Mr. 
Giles at Hankow. The remaining duty of the 
Chenchou authorities is to justly deal with the 
captured rio{ers who up to the present, have not 
been sentenced, 

We indebted to the N.-C. Daily News for 
the following translation of a placard that was 
posted up in Chénchou:—Among the whole 
population both scholars and people, there have 
been innumerable deaths. At first we attributed 
this calamity {o the pestilence, for we had no 
knowledge that the foreigners were distributing 
poison. However, wo. know now that this is 
the fact; but the authorities have not taken 
cognisance of the matter. All who have been 
found with the poison should be dragged t= the 
hill Lehind the city and beaten to death. 
Afterwards let us not hesitute to rise up and 
exterminate the foreigners, and let this be done 
on the 20th day of the 7th moon (23rd August). 
Let the chapel be destroyed and the foreigners 
who have entered the city entirely annibilated. 
let men and women ‘all rise up and take part 
in this. Ail who are not willing .to de so, their

Spite of opposition, the board as a 
whole may, by the use of proxies sent to its 
members, insure the re-election of any one of 
their number who is about to retire. Ur other- 
wise the chairman, in whose favour the great 
mass of the proxies are made out, is enabled, 
wten any member of the board becomes dis- 
agreeably recalcitrant—-a“ guinea-pig” who un- 
expectedly proves {to have a will of his own—to 
use his proxies in favour of some new candidate 
whom hé has picked out. Thus the represen- 
tative government of a company is reduced toa 
farce, The board beccmes first an oligarchy 
and then an autocracy.

Dear Sir,— With respect to your reply to me 
dated the 8th inst. regarding the omission of 
some points from the ¢fficial minufes to which 
I ventured to call the attention of the directors, 
I regret that I cannct (and I speak in the name 
of a number of shareholders) take the same 
view of thé matter as they do. 

The question whether the points cmitted are 
important cr rot. dces not arise at all. The 
principle involved is whether the proceedings 
at a public meeting of shareholders should or 
ehould not be embodied in extenso in the official 
minutes. Jn the present instance what is con- 
sidercd a wrost important ection of the Chair- 
man’s speech is entirely missing, which section 
was heard, as I pointed out in my former 
communicati-n to you, by the majority cf those 
present at the meeting. 

Jnasmuch as sharebolders abroad must. of 
necessity, be entirely guided by the official 
minntez, it will re dily be admitted that 
the least omission therefrom, even thengh it 
may appear unimportant (o some, may very 
well influence these shareholders in their 
decision upon the question at issue. On the 
other hand, were the proceedings recorded 
in full in the official mipu‘es, it would leave 
no door open for a porsible misconstruction, so 
that when the final decision is arrived at, the 
question ag 10 whether shareholders abroad have 
or have not decided on the real merits of the case, 
because they were not in full possession of all. 
that transpired, cannot arise at all, and thus 
remove any donbt from the migds of the general 
body of shareholders that they have 1.vf been 
fairly dealt with. The Directors may consider 
the excised portions of the report as 
of no importance, tut the shareholders 
there join issae with them, and consider 
the omissions as essential to the accuracy 


of the report. I may further say I doubt 


the wisdom of the decision arrived af, 
seeing that it is virtually admitted that 
the omission has been made. It appears 


to me that ‘the Board in permitting tlese 
omissions to pass are undoubtedly assuming a 
great responsibility, as the rules and regulations. 
of the Co. calkfor a full and aceurute record of 
the proceedings.

The annual meeting of the Hongkong Cricket 
Clab was held in the Pavilion on the 23rd inst. 
There was a good attendance of members, 
and Mr. E. W. Mitchel!, chairman of the Com. 
mittee, presided. ; 

The notic3 calling the meating having been 
read by the Secretary, Mr. A. G. Watp, 

The CuiIRMAN raid—Gentlemen, you have 
had copies of the report and accounts posted 


you, and with your parmission I will take them 


asread. I regret the financial position is not 
80 favourable as it was at the last annual meet- 
ing, and this is mainly due to heavy expenses 
incurred at the Intervort matches and repairs 
to the Pavilion aud the Racquet Court. You 
will notice in the accounts that we show for the 
first time our assets, and these will be presented 
yearly in future. Before formally proposing 
the adoption and passing of the report and 
acconnts as presented, the Commiltee will be 


pleased to answer any questions that membeis 


may wish to put. 

Mr, F. G. Barretr—Mr. Chairman, there 
is one small item which you might make 4 little 
clearer. The item “ Erection of Railings ” is 
put down at $751, and in another column it 
Bays that we received $1,000 odd from the 
Government towards the cost of thase railings. 
Is the balance still unpaid, or was it paid in the 
previous years ? 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Mr. EK. H. Hinps—In the previous year's 
account we paid something like $2,50J for these 
railings, and the Government gave $1,066 
towards the cost of them. That was adopted 
in last year's accounts.

The CHairMAN—Before proceeding with 
the election of officers and Committee, there are 
one or two subjects I should like to speak to 
the meubers about and fur this meeting {o 
give some opinion on as a guide to the new Comn- 
mgbtee. First, this Pavilion. Itis ina wretched 
statu of repair and has been patched and patehed 
until in the opinion of your Committee it is 
no longer worth repairing ; anybow, I under- 
stand some 84,500 would be required to put 
iv into anything like decent order. It is too 
small for the requirements of the Club, and 
it takes up valuable room in its present posi- 
tion: the proper place for a pavilion in our 
opinion is the north-west corner of the ground. 
Mr. Ram, ever ready to do anything for cricket 
and cricketers has kindly furnished the Commit- 
{ee with a plan for a new bui diog, and I think 
one of the first duties of the Committee you are 
about to elect will be to formulate so1e scheme 
for finaming the bai ding of a new Pavilion. 
The second subject L would like the meeting to 
give an opinion upon is whether the time has 
not arrived when the Club should have a 
paid secretarv combining the office with that of 
treasurer. Unless we can get a man with 
plenty of leisure—a rare personage in this 
Colony —to take up the post of hen. 
secretary, the interests of the Clnb must 
suffer; it is impossible for a business man 
to give up the time required to ruo the Club 
properly during the cricket season. For years 
past, members have growled at the way the bar 
of this Club has been run, an‘l they have un- 
doubtedly every reason for couplaint; but I see 
no chance of there being any improvement in 
this department or in ‘others that require 
re organisation unless we get a paid secretary. 
If the members present are of opinion that we 
should have a paid secretary and treasurer, it 
would be the duty of the incoming Committee 
to revise the rules of the Club and call an extra- 
ordinary general meeting to pass the same. 
The retiring Committee are of opinion that 
the Club shonld run the bar itself, and that 
from the profits made on it a fair share 
of the seeretary's salary would be earned. 
I may mention that we could get a gentleman to 
fill the post, and one in every°way fully com- 
petent to fillit, for a salary of $50, for the first 
year. The third aud last subject I have to 
speak to vou upon is one of greater importance 
than the previous ones, and one on which the 
future of our great national game in this 
Colony rests ; it is the want of interest taken in’ 
cricket in Hongkong during the past three years. 
The young men arriving in the Colony neglect 
the game, avd you have only to turn to the 
batting and bowling averages to see how few 
civilian members figure there; and yet. in all 
our business houses, there must ba a ve y much 
larger pumber of men to be drawn upon than 
there was, say, six years ago. I am extremely 
sorry to see such a lack of interest in cricket by 
the young men ef the Colony; and hope that 
this season they will awake from their lethargy 
and show that our national game is still to the 
fore in this outpost of the Empire, as it is in 
the mother country and in Australia 
(Applause.) 

Mr, Lewis thought that with regard to the 
Pavilion they had better pledye themselves to a 
new site, and suggested that the incoming 
Committee should adopt the one recommended 
by .Mr. Ram. Ags to the vant of interest in 
cricket shown nowadsys by the young men of the 
Colony, that might ba remedied by the captain 
of the Club going round the various business 
houses and e: couraging the young men tkere 
to come and juin. 

The SECRETAKY pointed out that according 
to Rule 10 every eleven elected its own captain, 
so that there was no sach official as a cuytain of 
the whole Club. 

Mr. Lewis— Allow me to suggest the Presi- 
dent, then. (Laughter.) ° 

Mr. 1’. E. Brown said he quite agreed with 
Mr. Lewis as to the desirability of haviug a

new Pavilion, if the Club con'd finance the 
venture. The present build ng took a, a lot of

Mr. Lewis theu proposed, and Mr. Brown 
seconded, that the incoming Comuittee give 
their attention to a scheme for the erection of a 
new Pavilicn and icduce young men to join 
the (lub, :

Mr. H.C. NIcout moved that the incoming 
Committed be also instructed to formulate a 
scheme for the alteration of the rules and the 
appointment of a paid secretary and treasurer 
combined, and that an extraordinary general 
meeting be called as early as possible {o 
consider the scheme. 

Mr. BRown second d, and the motion was 
carried withont oppos.tion. 

The next tnsiness was the election of office- 
bearers, and on the motion of Mr. Hiyps, 
seconded by Mr. W.J. Saunp. ka, Mr. Mitchell 
Was unanimously elected President for the 
ensuing year. 

Mr. Hinds was re-elected hon. treasurer, 
fem., on the motion of the 
seconded by Mr. N coun.
